THE PRESIDENT’S PROPOSAL. 

The president’s request to be vésted by congress 
with virtually unlimited powers of executive re 
organization may be taken, we hope, as evidence 
that Mr. Wilson has been convinced at last that 
our War organization is not in essentials perfect. 
That is the longest possible step forward. Mr. 
Wilson a fortnight ago, in rebuking Senator Cham 
berlain, informed the ptiblic that nothing helpful 
or Mkely to speed or facilitate the war tasks of 
thé government had come out of such (@enatorial 
criticism and investigation,” and he suggested that 
if the “ few statutory obstacles of rigid department- 
al organization which stand in the way” of meas 
urés of reorganization were granted, all would 
be as it should be. We now have Mr. Wilson pro- 
posing a grant to himself of power virtually to 
make over the entire administrative machinery 
of the government as and when he wills during 
the period of the war and one year thereafter. 

We must note that under such a grant of powers 
the president could set up,a war cabinet or supe- 
rior council which, like tor . Chamberlain's 
proposed cabinet, would act as the general co- 
ordinating and planning agency so sorely needed 
and generally demanded. On the other hand the 
president might confine his action to minor adjust- 
ments which would bring about no such aoccelera- 
tion of our preparations as the critical situation 
of ag allies calls for. 

in short, while the dm vests unprededented 
powers in the executive, the results to flow from 
it must he a matter of pure speculation unless the 
president will jet congress know definitely what he 
purposes doing in the way of executive reorgant- 
vation. Congress can hardly be expected to adopt 
& policy of extreme self-abnegation and to sur- 
render all its powers of advict and limitation with - 
out some explicit understanding of Mr. Wilson's } 
plans. 

This is not a question of congressional amour 
Propre. It is a question of direct responsibility 
to the people, a responsibility not abrogated by 
war. If Congress give over to the executive all 
power to improve organization, accelerate admin- 
istration and correct defective functioning, it oan - 
mot escape responsibility to the people for that 


action and will still share with the executive 
blame for waste and delay. |

‘Why complain of bad l while we care 
so little about good government. We shall never 
have good government until we want it. all the 
time and are willing to pay for it, not merely | in 
money, but in the trouble of thinking about it. 

The most essential thing in American life today 
is a process of educating men and women to be 
interested in citizenship, to feel persisténtly the

That is not impossible. The Athenian held that 
man reached the fullness of life only through citt- 
zenship, and his chief interests in life lay with 
public service. We in America simply have failed 
to awaken our minds and tions to the pos- 
sibilities of citizenship.
